Breaking Stereotypes of 
Pregnancy

Being male, immediate intimi- 
dation ran through my body when my 
eyes met a large picture of the preg- 
nant photographer, Pilar Macias. 
Later on, it seemed ironic that I was 
staring at a photograph that repre- 
sents clichd in Forme-Difforme. 

There are six sections to this 
exhibit, which systematically tells a 
story. The first is fear prior to preg- 
nancy, predominantly the fear of not 
knowing if pregnancy is possible. 
The symbol of the shell in one picture 
and a chicken in the next is intrigu- 
ing. The first image, I assume, de- 
picts her feeling if she cannot have a 
child, that being, 'a shell of a 
woman '.The second represents her 
fertility and the egg inside of her. At 
this point, the recognition that she is 
pregnant allows the second set of 
photographs to take place. 

A series of photographs show 
the process. Transformations of the 
body during pregnancy from begin- 
ning to end sums up this section of the 
display. Process and transmutation 
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are relevantnot only on Macias' belly, 
but also on her face. There is a very 
noticeable difference between the soft 
expression on her face at the begin- 
ning to the tired and worn out look 
she bears towards the end of her preg- 
nancy. 

Next, is the point where I 
started. Cliche of pregnancy. Macias 
claims there are two photographs that 
break social cliche and convention 
surrounding pregnancy. These are 
the first two pictures that I looked at 
and now feel embarrassed for falling 
into a social stereotype. The purpose 
is to show how much pregnancy is a 
natural part of life, meanwhile I am 
intimidated by the site of a naked 
pregnant woman. By reversing these 
feelings, Macias demonstrates her 
genius as an artist. 

The next two frames work 
together more than the rest. Begin- 
ning with another picture of fear, this 
time of giving birth, we work our way 
into the delivery room and eventually 
exhaustion and happiness. There are 
ultrasounds of the ideal child and 



finally the real child. 

In the middle of all this, there 
is a crib and a wash basin. Super- 
imposed on the two items are pic- 
tures of her sleeping and bathing; 
both representative of a waiting proc- 
ess. It is fitting that the two items are 
in the middle, as they give an even 
clearer idea of how the woman is 
stuck in the middle, waiting to be 
mother while she is child. Further- 
more, since the piece is in the middle, 
there is a constant return to it, en- 
hancing the understanding of her 
waiting. 

Pilar Macias was born in 
Mexico and moved to Canada about 
seven years ago. Her work has been 
exhibited in Poland, Russia, Mexico 
and Canada. Forme-Difforme, shot 
in Mexico, had to wait until Macias' 
return to Canada in fear of persecu- 
tion from the Mexican government. 

Forme-Difforme will run un- 
til September 26. Beginning October 
1 7, Vessna Perunovich from Toronto 
will have her sculpture on display: 
Intimacy and Beyond.

A few days ago, I read in the 
Toronto Star that tuition has gone up 
well over 100 percent in the past 
decade.

September 8, 1998 OTTAWA The 
big banks stand to profit on the backs 
of students should the Liberal gov- 
ernment permit the proposed banks 
mergers to proceed said NDP post- 
secondary education critic Libby 
Davies today. 

"The Liberal government, by 
contributing to a dramatic increase in 
the cost of post-secondary education 
and by privatizing elements of the 
student loan system, has left students 
at the mercy of the banks," said the 



Vancouver East member of parlia- 
ment. "The numerous issues stu- 
dents have with the banks will be 
exacerbated by bank mergers." 

Davies noted that students' 
dependency upon the banks stems 
from massive tuition fee hikes result- 
ing from the $1.5 billion that the 
Liberal government has cut from 
transfers to the provinces for post- 
secondary education. Over the last 
10 years tuition fees have risen 240 
percent including a 12 percent hike 
last year - 7 times the rale of inflation. 
The average student debt is now 
$25,000 up from $13,000 in 1993 
when the Liberals took power. 

In addition, the Liberal gov- 
ernment has given financial institu- 
tions much broader responsibilities 



in the area of student financial assist- 
ance. The Liberals' hand-over of 
student loans to the banks has meant 
that student loans have become po- 
tential revenue generators rather than 
social investments. Students are 
forced to contend with interest rates 
that are much higher than the prime 
rate - up to 12 percent interest is not 
uncommon. 

"If Paul Martin caves into the 
banks and allows the mergers to pro- 
ceed, megabanks will have even less 
interest in treating students with re- 
spect than the big banks do now." 
said Davies. "Reduced competition 
and a fixation on size will mean the 
banks will be busy chasing interna- 
tional clients while ignoring less prof- 
itable clients - like students.

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The B.F. Avery Physical Education Centre 

If you follow Voyageur drive all the way to the end, it will lead you to the B.F. Avery Physical Education Centre. 
At first glance, the physical education centre is of little importance to anyone not majoring in human kinetics or 
SPAD but, in truth, it is important for everyone to know their way there. The first reason for this is that exams are 
written in the gym and everyone will have to write an exam at one time or another. In addition, it is the arena in 
which our champion athletic teams compete. You will undoubtedly want to make your way there at some point 

during the school year to 
support them. The B.F. 
Avery Physical Education 
Centre is also home to the 
pool and the gym, both of 
which are available for stu- 
dent use. 

Across from the gym is 
our world-class 400-me- 
tre track, stadium, soccer 
fields, and tennis courts 
where you can also catch 
our teams in action. In 
addition, behind the sta- 
dium is the Laurentian 
Conservation area. There 
you can take a walk or go 
for a run through the un- 
spoiled wilderness with- 
out having to worry about 
being hit by a car. 





The Fraser (Science II) Building 

The Fraser (Science II) Building is located between the Science building and the Fraser Auditorium Building. 
This is the main haven for the engineering students and some science students. Within its walls, you will find a series 
of professors' offices and classrooms and labs that are geared towards the engineering and geology students. If you 
walk down its main hallway on the second floor, you will notice hundreds of examples of rare rocks that are on 
display. In addition, there is a huge computer lab located across from the rock examples that is free for student use. 
Of special note to all students is the hallway that runs underneath this building that connects the classroom 
building to the science buildings and the Fraser Auditorium. 



The Science I Building 

Of particular interest to the students enrolled in 
the B.Sc. program is the aptly-titled Science Build- 
ing. Within its walls is a variety of things that are 
relevant to the study of the natural sciences. Its seven 
floors are devoted to chemistry, biochemistry, and 
biology. The first five floors house the offices, 
classrooms, and labs relevant to chemistry and bio- 
chemistry. The sixth and seventh are reserved for 
biology. Most of the science professors' offices are 
located within this building. 

Of additional note is the hallway running under- 
neath this building connecting the classroom build- 
ing and the Fraser Auditorium. 




The Arts Building 

Go anywhere on campus and you will not find a more heavily- 
trafficked area than the Arts Building. This structure that links the Great 
Hall to the Classroom Building bouses a variety of areas and services for 
students. The first floor's main hallway - a.k.a. the bowling alley - has 
no pins, balls, or vendors forcing you to wear a pair of used shoes, but it 
is the home to a number of noteworthy things. It is home to the human 
development office, language labs, thesis-testing labs, the Centre for 
Academic Writing (the place where you can receive your WAC scores), 
the ALPS / AETL (part-time students association) office, and, of course, 
Tim Horton's. 

The second floor of the Arts Building is home to professors' offices, 
smaller tutorial rooms, the offices for the departments of Anthropology, 
Sociology, Psychology and History. In addition, its hallway leads to the 
main entrance to the J.N. Desmarais Library. 

The third floor is home to more professor offices and the Dean of 
Soc ial Sc iences' office. It is also the location of the offices of departments 
of Law and Justice and Economics. 



The Classroom Building 

There is very little that can be said about the Classroom Building that 
its name does not convey. It is a building full of classrooms. Of note, 
however, is the computer lab on the first floor. In addition, one of the 
rooms on the third floor can be rented out for movie screening nights. 



The Fraser Auditorium 



Most first-year students will have a class in the Fraser Auditorium 
juilding. This is the building that caters to larger classes and presenta- 
ions. Undivided, the auditorium can probably hold close to a thousand 
people. But for the purpose of classes, the huge space is usually divided 
into smaller rooms.. The auditorium also doubles as a place for concerts 
md presentations from people and groups from the community. 

Located within this building is the only university-owned and oper- 
ited planetarium in Ontario. In addition, this building is home to the 
science caf and Subway. On the basement floor are various labs and the 
Engineering society's office. 



Alphonse Raymond Building 

The Alphonse Raymond Building, located at the bottom of the 
hill, is where you will find the School of Education. Alphonse Raymond 
contains classrooms, a cafeteria, theatre and gymnasium. Alphonse 
Raymond is also the home of the Touche a tout daycare. 



Health Sciences Education Resource Centre 



The Health Science Education Resource Centre is equipped with 
the latest interactive video teleconferencing equipment. The building is 
Laurentian's newest addition and also contains classrooms and seminars. 



J.N. Desmarais Library 

The J.N. Desmarais Library is connected to the classroom build- 
ing. It is the newest addition to the school. Located within its walls are 
more than just books. Its three floors house thousands upon thousands of 
books, periodicals, and other materials. The library has several study 
rooms on the second and third floors which are available to the students. 
It offers a series of award-winning workshops that will aid you in your 
quest for information. In addition, Desmarais offers internet access and 
access to Lexis-Nexis and WinSpirs free of charge. It is fully staffed with 
friendly librarians who are more than willing to help you with whatever 
problems may arise. It is also useful to note that your student card is also 
your library card. 

Other Libraries 

Huntington University and the University of Sudbury also house 
libraries for all LU students.

The Parker Building 

The first thing you must know about the Parker building is listed as "L" on all school maps. We understand 
that it would make more sense to make Parker a "P" on the maps. However, it is an "L" because at one time the library 
was in this building. If you can't find the "L" on the map then just remember that Parker is the really tall building 
on campus where no one lives. 

When you first walk into the Parker building you will see the friendly receptionists so don't forget to give 
them a friendly wave. Beside the receptionist booth is the Liaison office. Through the glass doors you will find (if 
you haven't had to be there yet) the Treasury Office (for student fees), Registrar, Student Affairs and Continuing 
Education Offices. 

When you enter the elevator to go to the second floor don't feel too bad for not using the stairs that were 
right behind you, after all you need to conserve your energy for the bookstore line up! On the second floor and through 
the doors to your right (as you exit the elevator) you will find the entrance to the bookstore. Also in this area is the 
OS AP office and student awards (same office). Down the hallway you will discover the LU Women's Centre. Further 
on is situated the Counselling and Resource Centre, Native Student Services, Placement Centre and Special Needs. 

Going back to the direction of the Student Awards (we are still on the second floor) the hallway behind the 
elevators leads to the Student Life office and Off Campus Student Housing. Now back at the elevators, if you go to 
the left through the glass doors you will enter the Student Centre. The SGA and the AEF offices are both located in 
this area. Aside from these offices, there is the Clubs Room, Graduate Students office, comfy chairs, Tim Horton's, 
pool tables, a gas fireplace and the Instructional Media Centre. 

From the Student Centre you will notice a staircase (beside Tim's) that leads up. At the top of the stairs turn 
right then left and take about ten big steps, look at the door on your right, this is the LAMBDA office! Don't forget 
this because there will be a quiz later! 

On the third floor of the Parker Building is the Academic Staff Relations, Associate Vice-President, Dean 
of Professional Schools and the Vice President Academic. You need to know that this is the floor for the department 
of Geography and where the Translation Office is. If you turn to the left after getting off the elevator and go through 
the doors you find yourself at the LAMBDA office again! Now you know two ways to get there. Past the Lambda 
office is the L'ORIGNAL office, CKLU office and the T.V. Lounge. . 

There is no fourth floor button in the Parker building elevator. This is not for superstitious reasons, nor is 
the floor haunted - it's where the boilers for the building are located. Only maintenance are allowed to know the 
secrets that lay on this floor! 

The Fifth floor is strictly classrooms, Sixth floor is where French Translators and Interpreters are located. 
The Seventh floor holds the Departments of English, Film Studies, Modern Languages and Philosophy. Also on this 
floor is a small computer lab where students can complete assignments. 

The Eighth floor is where Alumni Services, Education and Employment Equity, Graduate Studies and 
Research, Harassment Office, Institutional Research, Laurentian International and the Midwifery Educational 
Program are located. 

The Ninth floor is the School of Nursing. The Tenth floor holds Financial Services (not to be confused with 
the Student Awards on the Second floor), Payroll and Benefits Centre, Personnel Services, Purchasing and Insurance 
Services and Treasury. 

The Eleventh floor (has been referred to as the ivory tower) holds the Senate Room, Capital Campaign, 
Communications, Development, University Advancement, Board of Governors, Vice-President Administrations 
and the President's office. The main area also as a great view of the campus and part of Sudbury. 



Huntington University 

Huntington University, founded in 1 960, is named after Silas Huntington who was a pioneer and voyageur 
of Northern Ontario. As a Methodist missionary, Huntington travelled to mining, lumber and railway camps. 
Huntington University acts as a residence for Laurentian Students and is affiliated with the United Church of Canada. 

Now that the formal info is done you should know that Huntington houses Laurentian's Music Department, 
while also offering classes taught in Gerontology, Religious Studies and Philosophy. The main entrance of the 
building is located on the upper level leading from the parking lot. On the left side of the building is the entrance to 
the Tate Library which is where you will find resources focusing on Music and the other courses taught here. 

Thorneloe University 

Thorneloe University was founded by the Synod of the Anglican Diocese of Algoma in 1961 and was 
named after the Most Reverend George Thorneloe, a former Bishop of the Diocese of Algoma and Archbishop of 
the Ecclesiastical Province of Ontario. On a lighter note Thorneloe is a student residence and provides room for the 
Departments of Classical Studies, Theatre Arts and Women's Studies. The classes are located at the back of the 
building where the construction is happening. The front entrance leads to the residence. 

You may notice on the far side of Thorneloe a large distinctive building (the triangle roof should tip you). 
This is Thorneloe's Church, and it is open to all. 

University of Sudbury 

The University of Sudbury was founded as the Sacred Heart College in 1913 and was the first institution 
for higher learning in Northern Ontario. In 1957 it changed it's name and entered the Laurentian federation in 1960. 
University of Sudbury is Roman Catholic and operates within the Jesuit tradition in education. 

The building to the side with all the windows is the student residence for University of Sudbury. The main 
building houses the Department of Native Studies and teaches courses in Religious Studies, Philosophy and Folklore. 
The library is located on the third floor and holds books related to Native Studies and Religious Studies.

First let me welcome all those 
new to Sudbury and to those returning 
for another year. While I can under- 
stand that some want the excitement 
that a larger city can provide, I want to 
take a moment to let people know 
some of the unique experiences Sud- 
bury has to offer. 

The scenic tour of Sudbury 
always includes a stop at the INCO 
Smoke Stack, actually you can see it 
almost anywhere you stop in Sud- 
bury. However if you take the Gatchell 
Copper Cliff bus from downtown and 
ride it to the end of the route you will 
be in the perfect position to walk 
directly under the stack. Well not di- 
rectly, INCO does use a steel fence to 
keep you from actually touching the 
stack but you certainly appreciate the 
size of the stack. Taking the bus to 
Copper Cliff also offers you the op- 
portunity of walking around the part 
of town know as little Italy. The paved 
streets are reminiscent of Italian vil- 
lages and also speak of Sudbury's 
mining history. 

Leaving Copper Cliff and 
traveling towards Lome Street and 
back towards Sudbury you will notice 
the large slag hills that frame the left 
side of the highway. If you are lucky 
enough to have great timing you can 
witness the pouring of the slag. Now 
seen from the highway seventeen turn 
off. This was once a family tradition, 
where families would gather in their 
cars and travel to see the pouring of 
the molten rock. Watching it pour 
down the slag hills in brilliant red you 
can image what a volcano eruption 
would look like. On clear nights you 
can feel the heat from the poured slag. 

Also on the route back into 
town is the ever famous Big Nickel. 
The giant Five cents can be seen over- 
looking Lome and the comer of Kelly 
Lake Road. This is your opportunity 



to go underground and experience 
what it is like in the mines. It also 
makes a great tourist photo opportu- 
nity. 

If you tour the Big Nickel 
then you can not neglect to see Sci- 
ence North. The giant snowflake 
shaped centre is a great way to spend 
a day. If you prefer not to spend 
money then why not take a walk on 
Sudbury's Board Walk that follows 
Ramsey Lake from Science North to 
Bell Park. The board walk also fea- 
tures a gazebo where outdoor con- 
certs are held. Across from Science 
North you can also take a walk 
through the Sudbury Bird Sanctu- 
ary. 

Sudbury offers many parks 
where you can go and walk, play and 
study under a tree. Downtown parks 
include Memorial Park located be- 
hind the Sudbury Arena, Bell Park 
on Paris Street, and Nepahwin. An- 
other board walk follows Junction 
Creek where bikers are also wel- 
come. 

Laurentian also offers a vari- 
ety of trails suitable for walking, 
running or biking. Starting at the 
Laurentain Track these trails join the 
Conservation trails and can also be 
used for cross country skiing. When 
winter arrives there are outdoor rinks 
where you can skate for free includ- 
ing Queen's Athletic Field on Eyer 
Street.

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Sexual Assault

Did you know that...??? 

- One in tour women has been the victim of rape or 
attempted rape. 

- In most cases, a woman who is sexually assaulted 
knows the man who attacks her. 

- Sexual assault is any unwanted sexual act im- 
posed on one person by another. 

- Any kind of sexual contact without mutual con- 
sent - from unwanted touching to intercourse - is 
sexual assault, and it's against the law. 

- Acquaintance rape is sexual assault committed 
against a woman by someone she knows: an ac- 
quaintance, a friend, a date or even a boyfriend. 

Many women have trouble naming what 
has happened to them as sexual assault be- 
cause: 

- many people still believe rape only happens when 
a stranger forces sexual intercourse. 

- when someone is known as a friend, date, boy- 
friend or a person in a position of authority, it's 
painful to realize that they can break your trust 
through pressuring, coercing or forcing sex. 

- many people mistakenly think there has to be 
physical violence and a physical struggle for a 
sexual assault to have occurred. In fact, the vast 
majority of acquaintance rapes and sexual assaults 
involve coercion, not physical force. 

- of the myth that if a woman agrees to any kind of 
sexual contact, like kissing or petting, she has 
agreed to "go all the way". Thus many women 
blame themselves for being sexually assaulted. 
This increases the isolation and trauma of sexual 
assault. 

How can WOMEN protect themselves 
from acquaintance rape? 

- Know that it's your right todecide whether, when 
and with whom you'll have sex. 

-Trust your instincts. If you feel uneasy, uncom- 
fortable or confused, leave even if you fear you 
may hurt his feelings. Protect Yourself! 

- Be especially aware in social situations where 
alcohol and/or drugs are being consumed. Many 
assaults on women happen in these contexts. 

- It's your right to set limits on what happens 
sexually. It's your right to say no even if you are 
attracted to someone or previously had sex with 



them. 

- Expect acceptance and respect from all your 
friends, including men you may choose to have 
sex with. Do what you can to promote equality 
in relationships between women and men. 

What can MEN do to avoid and pre- 
vent acquaintance rape? 
Do NOT assume: 

- that you have the right to have sex with a woman 
just because you want to. 

- that you know without asking if a woman wants 
to have sex with you. 

- that you have a right to control what happens 
sexually. 

- that if you have had some sexual contact, then 
more is okay. 

- that because you think a woman has been 
friendly or flirtatious, it means you can have sex 
with her. 

Don't use any kind of pressure, coercion 
or manipulation to get someone to have sex with 
you. For example: 
"Come on, just this once, please?" 
"It's over between us if you don't." 
"If you loved me you would." 
"It'll be good, you'll see." 
"We've done it before." 

Don' t use alcohol or drugs as a way to get 
sex. 

Don't use force, or threats of force, to get 
someone to have sex with you. 

Don't intimidate a woman through your 
body language, behviour or actions. 

What can MEN do to make sure that 
both partners consent to sex? 

- If you want to be sexual with someone, ask first. 

- If you don't get a clear response, don't go any 
further. Uncertainty or lack of response does not 
mean "yes". 

- Make sure you are both sober. 

- Listen respectfully and respond. If a woman 
says "no", she means no. Stop whatever you're 
doing. 

- Take responsibility for birth control. Talk 
about it with your partner. 

- Practice safe sex. This means always use a 
condom. 

- Do what you can to promote equality in rela- 
tionships between women and men.

Art Gallery of Sudbury: Romancing the Stone

Until September 20, Sudbury: 
The Industrial Landscape will be on 
exhibit at the Art Gallery of Sudbury . 

As part of the Gallery's ef- 
forts to restructure and develop pro- 
gramming focused more directly on 
the community of Sudbury, The In- 
dustrial Landscape is a great begin- 
ning. 

Several painters are featured 
in this exhibit, including well known 
artists, A. Y. Jackson, Franklin 
Carmichael and William Kurelek. 
Local artists BrunoCavallo and Nellie 
Keillor Lowe are also included in this 
exhibit. Two murals by Charles Com- 
fort and Henry Orenstein are the main 
attraction and give very contrasting 
ideas. 



Charles Comfort's, Romanc- 
ing the Nickel, portrays miner as hero, 
showing us modern products that can 
only be achieved by the gruff blue- 
collar worker. Comfort uses sharp 
colours and a collage of images to 
show strength, process and product. 
A scientist peering through his mi- 
croscope represents progress, change 
and technology. (Keep in mind that 
this painting was commissioned by 
Inco). Comfort, delivers the idea in 
a very aggressive way, with power- 
ful red tones and products that show 
both strength and technology. 

The second mural is Henry 
Orenstein's Mine Mill Local 598, 
"which depicts the activities of the 
union in the Sudbury community."

smelter at Falconbridge. Some of the 
men are at the Union Hall, while 
others are out for a picnic, having fun 
and so on. The smoke stacks are set 
in the back, not really towering over 
the city, but looking more like a big 
brother. The friendly smelters are a 
life-support, but not really a part of 
the social life. 

A third, very different take on 
Sudbury, is demonstrated by William 
Kurelek. His dank watercolours 
leaves one feeling alienated and 
alone. In each of three watercolours,. 
there is a solo being (two are people, 
one an animal) away from the city. 
One image is of a red person walking 
away from black-rocked Sudbury. 
The colouring seems to suggest dis- 
placement more than anger. At any 
rate, it is obvious that William 
Kurelek had a far different interpre- 
tation of the mining phenomenon 
than Comfort or Orenstein. 

Romancing the Nickel is on 
display for the first time in Sudbury. 
Originally commissioned by Inco 
for the Paris World ' s Fair of 1 937, it 
was a part of a major display on the 
Canadian mining industry. The 
mural is on loan from Natural Re- 
sources Canada. Because of all the 
tobacco smoke, a "brown grimy 
layer" built up. Areas of the canvas 
were separating from the panel sup- 
port and there were even torn and 
missing pieces. The painting, there- 
fore, was sent to Queen's University 
where Professor Ian Hodkinson and 
three student assistants undertook 
the task of cleaning the grime, re- 
touching the surface and fixing the 
rest. 

The Industrial Landscape 
took shape when the interim director 
Allan McKay asked Rosemary 
Donegan to do research on the his- 
tory of industrial imagery in the Sud- 
bury basin. In the summer of 1996, 
Donegan started researching the his- 
tory of images and local arts in the 
Sudbury community. Her work took 
her from the Sudbury Public Library 
to the Inco Archives, Falconbridge, 
Copper Cliff, local high schools, 
unions, arts organization and local 
artists. Her quest then took her to 
Toronto, Ottawa and even Halifax. 
It sounds like a lot of work being an 
Exhibit Curator, but her work is 
noted. The extravagant display 
reaches the soul of anyone who sees 
the exhibit and has lived in Sudbury. 

As part of the exhibit, on Sep- 
tember 10 (today) a lecture/debate 
on re-greening Sudbury will pro- 



ceed. Taking part in this debate are 
LU's professors D.K. Buse, J. Gunn, 
and K. Winterhalder. The lecture/ 
debate will explore the historical and 
biological significance, as well as the 
implications of re-greening Sudbury. 
Then, on September 17, Exhibit Cu- 
rator, Rosemary Donegan will hold a 
lecture and slide presentation. 

The Art Gallery of Sudbury is 
doing more to appeal to everyone, 
especially students. A position was 
created specifically to improve these 
relations, that being education co- 
ordinator. More specifically, the AGS 
wishes to work closer with profes- 
sors and faculty in order to promote 
exhibits that may be relevant to 
classes. For example, contemporary 
Canadian history professors may wish 
to urge their classes to look at Sud- 
bury: The Industrial Landscape for 
both historical and esthetic purposes 
(hint-hint Dr. Ambrose and Dr. 
Burke). Class tours for all schools 
are available from Tuesdays to Satur- 
days 12-5 p.m. 

The next event begins 
only four days after the closing of 
Sudbury: The Industrial Landscape. 
The Studio Tour Exhibition, begin- 
ning September 24 runs until Octo- 



ber 4. There will be an opening day 
reception with free food, punch and... 
The Smokers! This exhibition is a 
"free self-guided tour of the working 
environment of artists and crafts peo- 
ple in the Sudbury region." Since 
there are crafts people as well as 
artists, there is sure to be a diverse 
display of artwork, demonstrating the 
range of art created within the com- 
munity. This is the eighth annual 
Studio Tour and promises "art lovers 
the opportunity to visit and meet with 
many established as well as up and 
coming artists in the area." On Octo- 
ber 3 and 4 between 10:30 a.m. and 
5:30 p.m. patrons can meet the arti- 
sans and "explore the source of all 
this local creativity." 

Art, classes are available for 
children and adults. Adult watercol- 
our classes take place throughout 
October from 1-4 p.m. on Thursdays. 
Mary McMillan heads the class, 
which means fun and excitement 
while learning important techniques. 

Throughout the summer, and 
continuing into autumn, AGS is spon- 
soring a jazz series. September 30, 
starting at 7 p.m. local jazz outfits 
will perform at the gallery.
